“ We’ve been involved in pres­ 
idential politics for four years 
now,” he said, adding it has 
been “ a physical as well as 
emotional drain.”

“ my family was the central 
question in the decision.” 
He said he told 
McGovern 
that he hoped to be involved 
some way in the presidential 
campaign this fall and told the 
senator “he could call on me 
anytime for help.” 


Muskie’s announcement was 
anticipated after a McGovern 
aide, Richard Dougherty, said 
today in Washington that Mus­ 
kie would turn down the offer 
and had so told McGovern

ence, the Maine senator’s 23- 
year-old son Steve said his fa­ 
ther had told McGovern of his 
refusal Friday night.

Bremer was quickly hustled 


from the Prince Georges Coun­ 
ty courtroom to the Maryland 
State Penitentiary in Baltimore 
at the close of his five-day trial 
Friday. 
He still is under indictment 
on federal charges arising from 
the shooting which left Wallace 
partially paralyzed. 
Bremer will be eligible for 
parole on the state charges in 
February 
1988, 
after he 
has 
served one fourth of his sen­ 
tence. 
The jury of six men and six 
women spent only Vá hours, in­ 
cluding 45 minutes for lunch, to 
'find that the state had proved 
that while Brem er was emo­ 
tionally ill, he was not insane 
under Maryland law. 


Bremer sat quietly with just 
a touch, of a smile on his lips as 
jury foreman Vincent M. Teili 
read verdict* of guilty on the 
nine 
counts 
left 
standing 
against him. 
He responded briefly and in a 
voice which was firm, but bare­ 
ly audible throughout the court- 
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he had anything to say. 
Bremer 
noted 
that 
State’s 
Atty. Arthur A. Marshall had 
told the jury it had a duty to 
protect the world Irom persons 
such as himself. 
“ But in my defense, I surely 
would have liked it if society 
had protected me from myself. 
That’s all I have to say,” the 
21-vear-old former Milwaukee, 
Wis., busboy said. 
The defendant’s father, Wil- 
Ham Bremer, the only member 
of the family in Maryland for 
the trial, was in line trying to 
get into the courtroom when 
the 
verdict 
was 
read. 
He 
learned of the decision when 
someone rushed by and spread 
the word. 
The elder Bremer then made 
his way into the courtroom and. 
in tears, told newsmen, “ Mary­ 
land justice really rolls.” 


He added. “ There could only 
be one decision — the boy was 
sick.” 
Ignoring a plea from 
Ben­ 
jam in Lipsitz, Brem er’s attor­ 
ney,, that he delay sentencing. 
Judge Powers took, only a brief 
recess following the verdict be­ 
fore 
handing 
down 
the 
sen­ 
tence. 
He gave Bremer 15 years for 
assault with intent to murder 
Wallace, 15 years for illegal use 
of a gun in shooting Wallace

In Indiana Win 
Rate Increases 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - In­ 
diana Public Counselor Carl E. 
Van Dorn said today he was 
“not really satisfied” with $18 
million in rate increases grant­ 
ed to 89 telephone companies 
by the Public Service Commis­ 
sion Friday. 
“However, it’s a better deal 
for the customer than usual,” 
the public’s representative to 
the commission said. 
He pointed out that the PSC 
approved rate increases for op­ 
erator assisted and person-to- 
person calls but disallowed, re­ 
quested 
increases 
for direct 
dial calls. 
“ If the customer looks at the 
ever 
widening 
gap 
between 
charges for direct dialing and 
person-to-person calls, he will 
be inclined to take a chance on 
reaching his party by dialing,” 
Van Dorn said. 
He noted that businesses also 
can chose not to use Wide Area 
Telecommunications 
Service 
(WATS) lines, on which the 
charge for an unlimited line 
was increased from $550 to $620 
a month. The rate for a 10-hour 
measured time line was raised 
from $130 to $160 a month. 
The rate for each additional 
hour 
on 
a 
measured, 
time 
WATS line was increased from 
$10 to $11.50 a month. 
Van Dorn said customers also 
have a choice on such luxuries 
as Princess and Trim line tele­ 
phones, touch tone service and 
unpublished numbers, on which 
rates were increased 25 per 
cent a month. 
There is no choice on a 50 per 
cent increase in a main line 
service connection charge for 
restoring service, or in a new 
residential 
installation

man. 
Is Bobby Fischer really the 
heel he has made himself out to 
be—with his late arrivlals, his 
protests and his outlandish de­ 
mands—or is it a case of psy­ 
chological warfare which is 
shredding the Russian’s mental 
processes before the Red cham­ 
pion can unleash a sustained of­ 
fensive? 
“It’s strictly psychological 
warfare, and it’s working,” ar­ 
gued a close friend of Fischer, 
who spent more than two weeks 
with the one-time Brooklyn 
chess prodigy before the lat- 
ter’s departure for Iceland. 
The friend, a New York pub­ 
lic relations man, was with Fis­ 
cher during the rigid physical 
training period at Grosinger’s 
in the New York Catskills and 
later at the swank LaCosta 
Country Club and Spa in Ran­ 
cho La Costa, Calif., where Fis­ 
cher made one of his rare pub­ 
lic appearances in a sports ce­ 
lebrities’ tennis tournament. 
“Bobby knows that the Rus­ 
sians use the world chess 
crown, which they’ve monopo­ 
lized, as a giant propaganda 
springboard,” he said. “He 
talked with me for hours how 
the Russians had smothered ev­ 
ery effort by outsiders to take 
the title and he said he was de­ 
termined to beat them—no mat­ 
ter what the costs. 
“One of the costs is to be pic­ 
tured internationally as a spoil­ 
ed brat and a crude, uncouth 
lout. It’s a price he has been 
willing to pay in order to 
achieve his end.” 
At LaCosta, shortly before 
Fischer’s departure for Iceland 
and the ensuing controversies, 
it was possible to scratch be­ 
neath the surface of this 
moody, lonely man whose gen­ 
ius at the chess board has fas­ 
cinated the world. 
A tennis match was arranged 
with Hank Greenberg, the for­ 
mer Detroit Tiger baseball 
slugger, and a pair of news­ 
men. Fischer agreed to the 
pairing but when he appeared 
at the courts, a racket and a 
white sweater in his band, he 
balked. 
“Where’s the little boy I 
played with yesterday?” he 
said “I want to play with the 
boy I played with yesterday.” 
A friend explained that the 
boy was not around and that 
the double s match had been ar­ 
ranged. Fischer nodded. 
“Play here,”1 said a court at­ 
tendant, pointing to 'the center 
court already surrounded by in­ 
terested spectators. 
“I don’t want to play here,” 
Bobby said. 
“Where do you want to 
play?” he was asked. 
“Over there,” he said, strid­ 
ing toward an obscure court a 
good 100 yards away. 
Fischer teamed with Green­ 
berg, a good player. 'Bobby, a 
strapping figure 6-2, 190-pound­ 
er was awkward but deter­ 
mined. 
Ironically, 
he 
had 
trouble keeping score. 
After losing the first set, Fis­ 
cher balked again. “I want to 
practice before I play the sec­ 
ond set,” he said. His partners 
sat out the practice. After half 
an hour, Bobby returned. He 
won the second set. 
He was the hit of the show. 
Athlete'S playing in the tourna­ 
ment—O.J. Simpson, Deacon 
Jones, Gerry Lindgren and oth­ 
ers—mobbed him for auto­ 
graphs. 
A child prodigy whose adoles­ 
cence was dominated by an 
ambitious mother, a chess mas­ 
ter at 10, one of the world’s 
best at 14, Bobby appears total­ 
ly unable to relate to a normal 
social life. He gives the impres­ 
sion of wanting to. join the fun 
without knowing how. He is shy 
and suspicious. He is a loner. 
In the friendly tennis setting, 
surrounded by people with little 
knowledge of chess, Fischer 
emerged from his shell and be­ 
came quite talkative. 
He pictured the Russians as 
ogres who had dominated chess 
for decades because they made 
their own rules and found 
means of smothering every out­ 
side challenge. 
“Why did 'the Russians insist 
on Iceland?” he asked rhetori­ 
cally one day as he sat at court 
side, his face gaunt and pale 
and his blue eyes always wan­ 
dering to the sky as if m a 
trance. 
“I’ll tell you why. They know 
I’m going to win the champion­ 
ship and they want to hide it as 
much as they can.

LIMA, Ohio (AP) — There 
may be health, in needlework. 
More than half a dozen per­ 
sons have already reported im­ 
mediate relief from pain as a 
result of the ancient Chinese 
practice of acupuncture with 
.Lima, neurosurgeon Dr.. Liang 
Yee (Doug) Soo as practitioner. 
A native of Shanghai, Dr. Soo 
not only has studied acu­ 
puncture, but he spent most of 
June in Hong Kong with, a 
group of doctors who practice 
the technique. 
“I traveled with them on 
house calls and to clinics and 
have seen documented proof 
that acupuncture works. It is 
important, though, to realize 
acupuncture treats the symp­ 
tom, relieving the pain, but not 
the disease,” he said. 
Several weeks ago Dr. Robert 
Gregg, one of Dr. Soo’s first 
acupuncture “patients” and di­ 
rector of physical medicine and 
rehabilitation at two Lima, hos­ 
pitals sprained his wrist while 
playing tennis.

and the pain was gone imme­ 
diately. The needles didn’t hurt 
a bit. It’s just a little bite such 
as when, you prick your finger. 
There’s no blood, muss or 
fuss.” Dr. Gregg said. 
A nurse who suffers from 
arthritis of the wrist found “in­ 
stantaneous relief. Dr. Soo used 
three needles on. my wrist, at 
the end of my thumb and the 
elbow. They were two and one- 
half inches and three inches 
long. The punctures didn’t hurt 
a bit,’ she said. 
Just the idea of a needle 
“frightened me,” the nurse 
said. “But with the pain in my 
arm since the birth of my sec­ 
ond child in 1970 and my stiff 
neck, I figured it was worth a 
try. 1 found relief immediately 
and think acupuncture is terrif­ 
ic.” 
Dr. Soo even treats his own 
wife, a neurologist, for her mi­ 
graine headaches and reports 
success. 
Recently, Dr. Soo treated a 
woman with an acute neck 
muscle spasm, caused by whip­ 
lash. “With acupuncture the 
muscle spasm was gone,” he 
said. 
Dr. Gregg, who witnessed the 
treatment, said, “It would take 
me 10' to 1.4 days to get 'the re­ 
sults he got in 10 minutes.” 
Just why acupuncture alle­ 
viates pain is a mystery, a 
phenouenon that is not under­ 
stood by modern medicine. Ac­ 
cording 
to a legend, acu­ 
puncture was developed 4,000 
years ago by Emperor Huang- 
Ti who noticed the arrows of 
battle sometimes relieved ail­ 
ments in other parts of the 
body. 
Acupuncture envisions two 
forces at equilibrium within a 
healthy 
body—yin 
(negative 
and feminine) and yang (posi­ 
tive and masculine). Illness re­ 
sults from an imbalance be­ 
tween them, according to the 
legend. 
Needles inserted at the prop­ 
er points restore the balance of 
yin and yang. The points follow 
no anatomical pattern and Dr. 
Soo said they had been located 
“by empirical means—trill and 
error. 
Dr. Soo pointed out, “The 
reason the Western world does 
not know more about it is two­ 
fold: acupuncture was consid­ 
ered a trade in China. And it 
was a trade secret taught only 
to the first son. You do not al­ 
ways have a smart first son; 
and there has been the ‘closed 
door’ communication’s policy, 
only recently opened.” 
It is claimed that more than 
109,000 
operations—including 
open heart surgery—have been 
performed in China using acu­ 
puncture as the sole anesthetic. 
As a method of controlling 
pain, though, Dr. Soo believes 
acupuncture has great possi­ 
bilities in, such areas as head­ 
aches, arthritis, strokes, dental 
extractions, ear, back and eye 
problems, hypertension, paral­ 
ysis, allergies and even in­ 
somnia.
